neglected.

Corn is searce, and high thronghout the
South generally at this time; and even tie
commanest necessities of life, hacon,
chickens, bucter, &e., are searcely to be nad
for love ar money.  I'he Sumter Waig, of Alu-
bama has the following paragraph, which indi-
cates the gtate of affairs in that section:

“ Whi'e this state of affui's insts, will our
conntry friends remember us and send in some-
thing for us tolive on?  Itis true we have had
a little prairie beef atd and 5 per cents per

pound, and so far flour has been plenty at #4

50 per hundred pounds, hut this is about all. |

We can get vo batter, eggs, chickens nor no- |

thing—not even corn, the staff of life.  Some
planters have heen around us wanting to k ow
if we would give them one dollar per hushel
for corn; and we niderstood on vesterday that
there was some Western bacon in town at 17
cents per pourd. Will some of our country
friands bring us in some potatoes aud [T
they do, the world may wag oa ™

On reading this, the Maohile Herald II.:IS the
following ust remarks, which are applicable
to almost every locality at the soutl:

«If these men ir: Spmter were not our hreth.
ren, we should say let them starve!  They de-
serve no better fate.

“No country anywhere in the world, has
more fertile lands than this of Sumter. It
will produce potatoes, corn, wheat, oats, ap-
ples, pears, peas, beets, cabhage, caulitlowers,
hows, meat, cuttle, sheep, chickens, and every
thing that civilized and luxurious man needs;
and this too, without any manner of nursing or
coaxing. Its people nught to be able to stand
up and say to all the rest of the world: * You
may go; we need none of your aid!”  For ri-
vers in emergencies, they ought to have pro-
found contempt. The price of corn or hacon
in this or any other mart onght to be to them
as the price of opinm in the marts of Canton;
Sumter has so stoltified herself that, upon the
coming of a rain (whose absenee is not singn-.
lar in this region) it falls iato travail, like pis-
mires snddenly overtaken in Awgust by a frost,
and has no rest. save in the hope that the cle-
ments will let full their sympnthetic tears and
fill up their rivers, to bring bacon and flonr
from the far west.”

The planters of the Southern States hive
been lectured on this point for a quarter of a
centory, and yet it has been of little avail. Mo
ney for horses, mules, hacon, and eorn still
flow from their purses, and in larger streams a
cotton is high. They onght to ealeulate and
make a balance sheet and our word tor it they
will find they are losing under the present sys-
tem of production.  We have no hesitation i.n
saying that this exelusive devotion to cotton is
impoverishing the Sonth and erippling her en-
ergies.— Carolinian,

Ice propUcED BY STEAM Powknr, aNp StEAN
Coxverten 1xto Sxow.—That ice can be
produced hy mechanical means many have
heard; hut that steam may ne used as an anx-
iliary for the purpose will seen hardly credible
to any body, and that steam itsell mav he con
verted into snow hy the aid of steam, is a phe-
nomenon of which hot very few have heard.
Yet these are facts, and are now daily demon
strated at the Great Exhibition, in the refresh-
ment room, adjoinining the department of mi-
chinery in mtion. Mr. Thomas Masters, of
the Royal Polytechnic [ustitution, Regent street,

the inventor of various ingenious machines for

freezing, has adopted one of them for being put
in motion by steam power, and which is now
in operation daily in the western refreshment

room. This npparatns is capable of freezing |

upwards of 100 quarts dessert ices (sixty difler-
ent sorts are produced in the one muchine) eve-
ry fifteen or cixteen minctes. An udlimited
supplv ean thus be obtained, and of a perfeetly
smooth quality. The economy of time, labor,
and expense thus ensured must be immense.
A wmore perfect and simple eantrivance for pro
ducing a perenni | supply of these delicacies,
in a crowded place like the Exhibition, could
not be eonedived, and the invention is undoul t
edly one of the mogt ingenions novelties in the
gectinn devoted to the mueeinery in motion,

The muchines, however, are not limited to
muking dessert ices; they are made to produce
evlinders of solid ice suffieiently large enongh
to hold decanters of water and muny bottles of
wine. These evlinders are made in the form
of castellated towers, and have a very novel
appearance; they not only eool the wine nud
water placed in the centre, but diffase o most
sureeable coolness through the atmosohere.
The converting steam or vipor into snow is el
fected hy foreing it throngh the muehine, and in
this way a whole room may he easily eooled
down inthe hottest of weather.  “T'hese are very
singular effects.  They are, however easily to
be understond on an examination of some of the

tentee’s smaller machines, of which there are
several exhibited in eluss 32; and which are
ealealated for use in a small family or hachel-
or's chambers. “T'he cost of tarning pure water
into ice for sherry-cobblers, coonling wine, and
other purposes, is less thun it can be purchased
for at the ice stores, The machines are well
worthy of attention of the curious and seientific.
Mr. Masters, ths pattentee, is, we understand,
the contractor for th« supply of the confection-
ary and dessert ices to the vastern as well as the
weslarn refreshment rooms in the Exhibitioa,
and visiters have thas every opportunity of iu-
forming themselves of the merits of these singu-
lar inventions, —Sz=ienlifi~ Amzrizan.

IMPORTANT FROM THE RIO GRANDE.
At'ack upon Matumoras by the Rerolutionists—
Ezcitement on the Frontier.

By the arrival this morning of the schooner
Major Barbour, Capt. Arnet, from the Rio
Grande, we have important intellizence from
the theatre of war on the Mexican frontier up
to Friday last. '

We have no papers hy this arrival, and the
information which we have received is some-
what incoherent, though interesting. It ap-
nears th t the revolutionary forces under Cara-
vajul had attacked Matamoras, and after u des-
pernte fight succeeded in entering the eity ; but
having learned that a small Ameriean.steamer
plying on the Rio Grande, was eominz up with
Mexican troops, a hady of the revolutionists,
consisting of about 200 Texans, was detached
from the main force and prcceeded to attack
her with the intention of capturing the Mexi-
cans und seizing two pieces of arfillery which
were on board.

The commander of the steamer having ob
tained information of this movement, 1immedi-
ately put ahout, and proceeded to the Brazos
placed the tronps and two pieces of artillery
on board the Mexican war steamer Neptuno.
There they remained when Capt. Arnet leftjthe
Brazos. It was thought that the troops were
anxions to to join the revolationists, .

I'he diversion of the Texans from Carvajal,
caused a suspicion of the attack npon Mata-
raoras,  But the revolutionary leader was
hourly expecting reinforcements from the di-
rection of Camargo, and when rejoined by the
two hundred Texans the attack was to be re-
sumed with vigor. There can be little donht
that Matamoras fell into the hands of Carva-
jul on Friday or Satarday lnst,

From verhal reports, welearn that manv of
the Dnited States troops on the opper line

hear that despatches have heen received here
for more troops.

In the first attack npon Matamoras, it is
stated that the revolutionary forces lost ouly
three men in killed, but the mortality on the
side of the Mexicans was muen greater.  We
have no partienlars as to the number of troops
under Gen. Avalos, but his men are said 10
have fought with great hravery.
